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A recent article in the New York Sunday Times by William J. and Hilda 
Baumol attempts to point out the causes and possible cures for the malady 
that has beset the professional theatre and has led it to its present, precarious 
state of health. According to the authors, there are two fundamental prob- 
lems: first, a competition from the mass media which, though causing pains 
to the legitimate theatre, in actuality has not hurt it as much as has been 
thought. Although Broadway has suffered from the movies and from televi- 
sion, it has survived. 

The second source of the theatre’s problems is what the Baumols classify 
as ‘‘cost disease’’ — a malady that has troubled the theatre for centuries but 
which has been most acute during the last few decades. The writers deal 
most interestingly with this cause and prove that in a time of escalating 
wages, the nature of live performance permits almost no increase in produc- 
tivity, giving examples to show that in other eras technical ingenuity permit- 
ted easy economical set changes and that the actor could perform before 
larger audiences than is possible today (Shakespeare’s Globe Theatre, for ex- 
ample, seated about 3,000) — thus enabling the theatre manager to recoup 
his costs more speedily. 

Suggested remedies for returning the fabulous invalid to a somewhat 
more healthy state call for further subsidization of the theatre and simplifica-

tion of theatre ticket sales — both of which are slowly being done. The recent 
meeting at Princeton of the First American Congress of the Theatre (FACT) 
focused attention on the common crisis affecting both profit and non-profit 
theatres; and while there seems to be no specific panacea, at least the illness 
has been diagnosed and a remedy of some sort is being investigated. 

One other reason not mentioned in the article and which many of us feel 
should be included in any “consultation” by specialists attempting to heal the 
patient is the lack of good plays. A look at what has been playing on Broad- 
way recently will show that revivals of such “oldies’’ as NO, NO, NANETTE, 
IRENE and A MOON FOR THE MISBEGOTTEN have done well. Playwrights 
who in the past could be counted on for plays which were box office as well 
as critical successes like Miller, Albee, Williams and Hellman have either writ- 
ten nothing of late or have had failures. Even popular and prolific Neil 
Simon’s last venture was a rewriting of Chekhov (THE GOOD DOCTOR). Al- 
though every season finds some new plays tried out, few succeed on The 
Great White Way. 

Still another reason for Broadway’s illness, also not mentioned, could be 
the rise of the dinner theatres in suburban areas. The success of these spots 
proves that people still want to go out to see a show; and in these dinner 
theatres, the patron gets a good meal in pleasant surroundings with a chance 
to watch a popular play starring a well-known actor or actress — all for a 
rather modest cost. There are no parking problems and no danger of being 
mugged by city hoodlums. 

We at the Cape Playhouse are well aware of the problems that face us 
and all summer theatres: rising production costs, rising wages, a short sea- 
son, a small house (569 capacity). But we intend to do our best to stay in busi- 
ness, though strong medicine may some day be called for. Your continued 
support and patronage, thus, are deeply appreciated.

WHO'S WHO IN THE CAST 





PATRICK MACNEE (Andrew Wyke) 
is known to millions of television 
viewers throughout the world as the 
impeccably dressed, debonair John 
Steed, whose exploits on the ABC- 
TV series ‘‘The Avengers” for nine 
years brought the actor, who 
created the role, international ac- 
claim and celebrity status wherever 
this long-running show was broad- 
cast. He was born in London and 
educated at Eton, where he gained 
his first acting experience playing 
the role of Queen Victoria in an an- 
nual school play. His first profes- 
sional assignment was with the 
Bradford Repertory Company, and 
after a year with that troupe, he re- 
turned to London for a part in ‘‘Lit- 
tle Women.”’ World War II found 
Mr. Macnee as a commander of a 
torpedo boat in the North Sea, 
temporarily halting his acting 
career. After the war, he returned 
to London and a role in ‘“‘The White 
Devil,’”’ followed by his first film 
role in Laurence Olivier’s ‘‘Hamlet.” 
He later played the role of Laertes 
in the television production of this 
Shakespeare classic which won 
Britain’s first Gold Medal Award for 
television drama. After this, he ap- 
peared in over 40 television plays 
and then another film role in ‘The 
Elusive Pimpernel,” in which he was 
featured opposite his cousin David 
Niven. After two years in repertory 


at Windsor, he went to Toronto in 
1952 and for two years starred on 
the Canadian television series ‘‘The 
Moonstone,” in addition to local 
stage productions which included 
“The Lady’s Not For Burning.”” From 
1954 to 1959, he travelled exten- 
sively between the United States, 
Great Britain and Canada with such 
varied assignments as Demetrius in 
the American tour of the Old Vic 
production of ‘‘A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream’’ starring Moira 
Shearer, Robert Helpmann and 
Stanley Holloway; a featured role in 
the film “The Battle of River Plate;”’ 
a New York television production of 
“Caesar and Cleopatra” (inciden- 
tally, directed by Anthony Quayle 
who originated the role of Andrew 
Wyke in both the London and 
Broadway productions of ‘‘Sleuth’’); 
and his first Hollywood film ‘‘Les 
Girls.”” In 1960, he organized the 
London interviews for the Churchill 
television series ‘‘The Valiant 
Years.” From 1961 to 1970, he star- 
red in ‘‘The Avengers” for ABC-TV, 
an assignment which not only al- 
lowed him to play opposite such 
beautiful actresses as Honor Black- 
man and Diana Rigg but also 
brought him international recogni- 
tion as an actor’s actor. Since that 
series has ended although its re- 
runs are still being seen in many 
cities all over the world, Mr. Mac- 
nee has appeared in a tour of Wil- 
liam Douglas Home's ‘‘The Sec- 
retary Bird’’ in Australia, and most 
recently, in ‘Softly Goldfish Mat- 
ing’ in England. His co-starring role 
in ‘Sleuth’ marked his acting debut 
on the Broadway stage. Mr. Macnee 
has two children and when he’s not 
acting somewhere in the world, 
he’s relaxing in his beach house at 
Malibu, California.

JORDAN CHRISTOPHER (Milo Tin- 
dle) first came into national promi- 
nence when his musical group “The 
Wild Ones” was part of the reason 
for the fabulous success of ‘‘Ar- 
thur,’’ one of New York’s super dis- 
cotheques in the days when dis- 
cotheques were the rage. During 
the day, he wrote music and 
studied acting with Uta Hagen and 
Sanford Meisner. Shortly after- 
wards, ‘‘The Wild Ones” broke up 
as a music group and he turned film 
actor, making his first movie ‘‘Re- 
turn of the Seven” with Yul Brynner 
in Spain. This was followed by an 
eight-month run on Broadway in 
“Black Comedy” with Geraldine 
Page and Donald Madden, for 
which he won the Theatre World 
Award. While appearing in ‘Black 
Comedy,” which, incidentally, was 
written by Peter Shaffer, the twin 
brother of “Sleuth” playwright An- 
thony Shaffer, he made his second 
film, “The Tree,” with Eileen Heck- 
art. Since then he has made two 
more movies,7“Angell Angel,’”’ 
“Down We Go” with Jennifer Jones 
and ‘‘Pigeons’’ with Kate Reid, 
which was directed by John Dexter. 
He also appeared in the TV movie, 
‘“Love-In Ground Zero” and on the 
series ‘‘Name of the Game.” Last 
season, Mr. Christopher made his 
regional theatre debut as Brother 
Julian in the highly-praised produc- 
tion of Edward Albee’s ‘Tiny Alice” 

at the Hartford Stage Company. 
Born in Youngstown, Ohio, he at- 
tended the Akron Art Institute and 
Kent State University before coming 


to find fame and fortune in New 
York City. He has yet to portray an 
American on the stage though he 
has been seen as everything from a 
hippie cabdriver to a neurotic 
American male in films and on tele- 
vision. Currently, he is writing two 
screenplays and would eventually 
like to act, write and direct in his 
own film projects. 


STANLEY RUSHTON (Inspector 
Doppler) will be remembered by 
some of our Gold Key subscribers 
for his stage debut at an early age 
with “The Guardsman,” starring 
Basil Rathbone which was the very 
first play produced at Dennis. He 
later emigrated to England where he 
saw service with the RAF in World 
War Il. After the war he appeared 
with many British repertory com- 
panies before settling down at the 
Old Vic where he found his wife 
who ran one of the concessions. A 
personal friend of the Shaffer twins, 
he was picked by Anthony Shaffer 
to create the role of Inspector Dop- 
pler in the original London produc- 
tion of “Sleuth.” He is delighted to 
be returning to the Cape Playhouse 
after such a long absence, although 
he deplores the traffic, the con- 
dominiums and the shopping malls. 


LIAM McNULTY (Police Constable 
Higgs) studied acting, needlepoint 
and basket weaving at a nameless 
junior college in a nameless south- 
ern state. He ascribes his British ac- 
cent to his having had an English 
“Nanny,” a proper Mary Poppins 
type, during his formative years. He 
has many television appearances to 
his credit and is most proud of hav- 
ing won a huge jackpot on a quiz 
show which enabled him to take a 
world cruise a few years back.

HOLESA 
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ROBIN MAYFIELD (Detective 
Sergeant Tarrant) played his role 
with such gusto in the London pro- 
duction of ‘‘Sleuth’’ that he was 
brought to New York to repeat his 
success. Born at Wits End, Tydely- 
on-the-Thames, England, he won a 
blue at Oxford, though he was later 
sent down for his role in a prank 
that aroused the wrath of a well- 
known don. He escaped to the 
London stage where he found him- 
self very much at home and has 
never been out of work since, his 
versatility enabling him to play clas- 
sical Greek drama, Shakespearean 
roles, and sophisticated comedies. 
In his spare time he collects match 
covers and has many thousand in 
his collection, enjoys rummaging at 
flea markets and raises exotic or- 
chids in his Sussex greenhouse. 


ANTHONY SHAFFER (Playwright) 
received the 1971 Best Play Tony 
Award for ‘‘Sleuth.’’ In addition, 
Mr. Shaffer was honored by The 
Mystery Writers of America with a 
SOGCid eee ed sania AWardame tor 
“Sleuth;”” the fourth playwright to 
be so honored in the 26 years of the 
annual Edgar Allan Poe Awards. He 
emerged from Cambridge in 1950 
where he was editor of the univer- 
sity magazine Granta. He then be- 
came a barrister. After three years, 
he decided to enter journalism and 
started writing TV commercials and 
documentaries. During this time, he 
began to write television plays. He 
has written three screen plays, the 
first of which ‘‘Fourbush and the 
Penguins” was shot in the Antarctic 
by A.B.P.C. with John Hart starring. 
This is the story of one of the last 
great adventures of our time. He 
has also written the film script for 
his twin brother Peter Shaffer's orig- 
inal stage-play ‘‘Black Comedy” and 
has collaborated with Peter on 
some detective novels. He has writ- 
ten the screenplay for Alfred 
Hitchcock’s newest thriller 





“Frenzy.’’ Anthony Shaffer is mar- 
ried to one of London’s most beau- 
tiful models, Carolyn Soley and has 
two young daughters.

1970 — a hit all over again. After 29 
months it reached its 1000th per- 
formance in New York on April 5, 
1973, and was still going strong. 

This spectacularly successful run 
continued unabated although a film 
version of ‘’Sleuth’’ opened in De- 
cember 1972 in competition with 
the play. The film, starring Sir Laur- 
ence Olivier as the detective-story 
writer and Michael Caine as his ad- 
versary, was warmly received all 
over the U.S. and its first New York 
run continued for a notable four 
months. The film closely followed 
the plot of the play — except that 
the character of Milo was changed 
from a small-time travel agent into a 
hairdresser. 

‘““Sleuth’’ was given the Tony 
Award as the best play of the 
1970-71 season, and playwright 
Shaffer was given the Edgar by the 
Mystery Writers of America for his 
play’s being the best mystery story 
of the year. 

The notable anthologist Stanley 
Richards picked ‘‘Sleuth’”’ as one of 
the ten all-time best plays of its type 
for inclusion in his collection ‘Best 
Mystery and Suspense Plays of the 
Modern Theatre,’’ covering 45 
years. The other nine? ‘‘Dracula,”’ 
“The Letter,” “‘Dangerous Corner,” 
“Arsenic and Old Lace,” ‘‘Witness 
for the Prosecution,”’ ‘‘Bad Seed,” 
“Dial Me for Murder,” “Angel 
Street“ “Child's Play 

The New York run of “Sleuth” 
ended on October 13, 1973, just 


four weeks short of three full years 
on Broadway. The tally was 1,222 
performances — a notable count. 

While the New York run con- 
tinued, ‘‘Sleuth’”’ was played by two 
touring Companies from coast to 
coast to 154 cities.
